who interfered 


nth him. The crowd began to swell 
apidly, and amid wild shouts of "Lynch 
im!" "Kill him!" "Shoot the horses!" 
to., Sheriff MoGriff whipped up the 
animals and dashed out of the town to- 
wards the railroad. Shots were fired at 
tichards, but none took effect. The. 
horses were shot at and have three flesh 
7ounds made by pistol balls. 


Reaching the Richmond road, the 
heriff put his men on a south-bound 
ngine, detached from a train by special 
rders of Superintendent O'Rourke. 
The engine was backed up to Hoagland, 
where MoGriff left Bichards in charge of 
the sheriff of Jay county, who aceom- 
lanied him. McGriff then returned 
to Decatur and sent Smith to the Wells 
ountyjail The feeling is not sever* 
against Smith, who is a boy.

Sheriff McGriff returned to Hoagland 
i the afternoon train, and brought 
iicbards on here from Hoagland.
